Colonel "Jim" Maret who Is wrItInK 
K very InterebtlnK hlBtorlcal feature 
every Sunday In the I^xlngton Ijeader. 
yesterday recalled the old powder 
magatlne explosion In thlL city. Me 
said: 

At 2 o'clock on the morning of Aug- 
ust 13, 1864, 1,100 kega of powder <27,- 
500 pounds gunpowder), in a magaaine 
on the hillside in the edge of Maya- 
vllle, tired by Inoandlartaa. and ex- 
ploded with tarrllle tOact; 4,000 peo- 
ple within on* mll% aaoy hairbreadth 
oseapaa, » IMr paraona tnjurad, ona 
danioroMlr.

Kunoral services for Mr. Jacob Cab- 
llnh, retired merchant, wore held Mon- 
day afternoon at the home of hi.s 
daughter, Mra. Charlea Conrad, in 
Beat Second ateet. The aervlcea were 
In charge of Dr. John Barbour of the 
Presbyterian church who In the coiirrtc 
of hla addreaa, took the opportunity to 
pay a high tribute to tho veterans of 
tha Civil War, the deceased having 
aerved as a Corporal In an Ohio com- 
pany during tha civil conflict. 

Dr. Barbour aald In part: 

Another soldier of tho Tnlon hax 
-been mustered out. Not In grcii < oui 
panics, as Just nftor the war. liut one 
by one, In i|iilet (ilai e.-;. w illioiit mili- 
tary ceri'mony or llie he.il of llie drum 
they are j;oini; It li.is hi ' ii so lonp, 
nearly ^ixty .ve:ir> siiice Ilicy laid 
down ilu-ir iiiiiHkeis thai we almost 
forpit ilicy «iTe Boliliers llul the\ 
have I.ei ii soldiers all the while, and 
they Ijave wtm in ci\il life .some of 
Ilieir ;;ri:ile-.| \icloTi'^. .Millon never 
said a filler iliiii« thau this: 'Peace 
hath her Nii iorlcH more renouned than 
war. " .Some of the grcntcst victories 
have been victories of peace. 

I often think that tho great captain 
ot the Union forces typified them all. 
What a liard-hitiing soldier he was; 
yet how great in victory. See htm dis- 
missing the Southern aoldlera with 
their horaea to thoir farma. Hoar him 
saying In a time of political .clamor 
"Lat -ua have peace." See him in Ber- 
lin whan Invited to see a grand army 
roTlaw replying: "I am tired of war 
and its reviews." Hear him saying; 
"The best way to have a bnd law re- 
pealed Is to enforce It." In other 
words, the law Is tho law. Repeal It 
if you wish, but In the moantlmc the 
country's honor and iieaco Is Involved 
in Its enforcement. Some of our time 
mltiht well heed llieso words. See liim 
when they were planning his h\irial 
place replying: "My wife must lie b> 
my Bido." A mon hat loved his iieopli' 
.Tnd hl.s family. A reticent man When 
he spoke his words counted. 

In this spirit those soldiers of the 
I'nlon fought and lived. They did not 
earn the plaudit of Horace, the Konian 
poet, "Sweet it Is and an honor to die 
for one's country." They were not to 
die on the battlefield and be burled 
with military honora. But they have 
lived tor alzty yeara helping in the 
victoriea ot peace. No aoldlera have 
won greater diatinction than our Ken- 
tucky aoldlera. They went out in tiio 
onthualaam ot youth. Boya, most ( f 
them, giving their young heart's Io\ e 
to their country. They had to choose 
In a divided state. Some of the flne.'-t 
citzcns of this county were on the 
other side. Those men saw clearer and 
time and tho world's judgment have 
vindicated ilieir decision. They had lo 
CO Into battle against their neiiililiors 
and kinspeople. it was n time that 
tried men's souls They have becMi like 
Grant, generous In victory. Tod;iy Ihi 
ijratltude of tlieir country thanks them 
for a reunited I'nion. 'rlie vast Impor- 
lance of America In the world today 
i;oeB back to tho decision Ot these 
boys for the Union. 

In nil this our deceased friend 
shared. He waa a lover of peace and 
the quiet lite. He loved hla own home 
and hla own town. He haa been one 
of our heat eltlsena and ha haa gone 
batorad by hla family and honored by 
hta (allov men. Uka many another 
old aoldlar ha waa a membar of 
Chrlat'a obureh, and ao a aoldler of 
tha oroaa. 

"I have fought a good flght," aald 
tha Apostle. There la alwaya plenty of 
;ood fighting to be dona by brave and 
patriotic men and women. 

Let US, too, play the men for our 
homes and tho cities of our land. l<ot 
US as coldlers ot the crosB stand for 
tha rtsht aran unto daath.

In speaking of Kentucky s forests The Lender, of course, means 
Kentuok>''8 vanished, or rapidly vanishing, forests. Otherwise there 
would hi little us,, in this discussion. It is suggested by a talk re- 
centlv nuule by Mr. Tom AVallace. of the Courier- Journal, who is pro. 
foundlv intereste.l in the jn-oblem of forestry unci for, .^t eonservatior, 
and whos aid. among other things, that •'originally more than on- ■ 
third of the state war forest. So varied were the types of timber that 
Kentucky eanstifuteil a m.-irvebnis natural arboretum. No trail, in 
those days, led to a lonesome pine." 

The pioneers found here one of the most be.nutiful foiest ar. 
in the world, a paradise of game, uh edcn of beauty, and so rieh in all 
the finer grad.'s of timbed indigenous to the temperate zone that with 
any proper care and reas.'ii:iM> appreei.ntion it would today consti- 
tute one of the greatest resources and natural attractions of the 
state, and stand as a glorious monument to a people both wise and 
reverent. 

But we have hewed and slashed with a recklessness that is trajr- 
ical and heart-breaking, and the magnificent pillars whieli Hod i>lani- 
ed in his first temple are prostrate and broken, like those of 
Peraepolis and Kamak. 

Yelow jioplars. with a diameter of four f. et -. walnuts straipht. 
clean and towering; oaks as ancient as tho.se beneatli whose bousbs 
the Druids offered sacrifice, or which sustained the golden room <.t 
Siggeir "that the Ooths and gods had builded to last for evermore."" 
were felled without conscience and without forethought. 

Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois, just over thr river, liavc Uua ai:,. 
taken practical measures not only to preserve their remaining forests 
but to reforest areas now bare of timber, and have appropriated for 
the use of their forc.<;try coininisRions all that is iieecssary to thi'ir 
proper functioning, while the last Legislature in Kentucky abolished 
the state forestry commission, placed the department under the De- 
partment of Agriculture, and made an appropriation of six thousand 
dollars for a work which is second in importance only to education. 

In Louisiana certain public spirited and for-siplited men and 
corporations have been busy, supported and encouraged by the state 
government, some five or six years now ifa the systematic and scien- 
tific reforestation of wide arras of cut-over timber land, and today 
an immense aerfajre is coviTtd with a tine stand of short-leaf, or 
loblolly pine, which has been shown to make a growth in eleven years 
equal to that made by the long-leaf variety in a period of seventy 
years. 

In many other states, notably ^lichifraii, similar enterfrises ar- 
under way, while in Europe they have been engaged in scientific 
conservation for a century. Germany has more fine standing timber 
today than she had fifty or scventj'-five years ago. 

In Kentucky, which we are pleased to call "God's oountrj-." wc 
continue our reckless course and lay waste the "heritapre of the Lord" 
with a finwith a fine disregard for the rights of our children and our i (oumry, 
children's children, who. at the present rate of destruction, will sonic 
day live ufion a treeless and almost w.-iterless tract, sfan d and blast- 
ed like the va.st plains of China through which the Yellow Kiver tears 
its way laden with the rich soil and overflowing and drowning crops 
and people. 

As Mr. Wallace says, "prompt and vigorous measures to rescue 
the remaiiiin!^ forests from destruction and begin the affDrestation of 
lands unfit for farming would save oue of Kentucky's greatest nat- 
ural resources." — ^Tjexington Leader.
